ers that after expenditures 
contemplated in budget esti- 
mates had been met there 
would be about $50,000,000 
available for appropriations 
•while there were bills pend- 
ing in the house and senate calling 
for an additional outlay of 51,725.- 
000,000. 
At White House breakfast con- 


ference Mr. Hoover said a survey 
by the director of the budget of 
demands on the treasury, if grant- 
ed, would imply an increase in taxes 
of at least 40 per cent.

ation bills, seven of which have 
beep, passed by the house, are af- 
fected in any way by the program 
of economy which the administra- 
tion has outlined.

Intrigue With Boy. 


An intrigue with

boy, Pat Smith, which led her to 
wish to be rid of her husband, caus- 
ed Mrs. Long to place the poison 
in the drug, the state contended. 
The boy, a freckled faced, red-head- 
nd youth who 
frequently 
drank 
home brew with Jim Long, confirm- 
ed the state's theory In so far as it 
related to his affair with the wom- 
an, who was 31 years old. 


The state showed a poison was 


sold in Corpus Christi to a woman 
resembling Mrs. Long on Sept. 4, 
3 days before Long's death, and the 
drung clerk who made the sale iden- 
tified Mrs, Long as his customer, 
quoting her as saying she wished it 
,to kill "an old dog." 


The defense attacked the whole 
case as presented by the state, de- 
rided the possibility of a love affair 
between Mrs. Long and the boy, pic- 
tured her as a loving wife who was 
prostrated at her husband's death, 
and 
unmistakably 
indicated, in 


•statement in court, the belief that 
the poison was placed in the drug 
.by Pat's mother, Mrs. Gilbert Smith. 
This theory was supported by wit- 
'nesses who quoted Pat as saying 
he,believed his mother killed Long, 
and much evidence was introduced 
showing Mrs. Smith disliked Long 
because her husband, Gilbert, fre- 
quently drank home brew at the 
.Long home.

verdict was to talk a moment to 
.her chief attorney, Henry Kahn, of 
Houston, and to her sisters.

Woman Executed 


NEW YORK, Fb. 21.-(.-TV-Execu- 


tion of Mrs. Eva Dugnn at Arizona 
state prison today brings to twcn- 
ty-sevon the number of women who 
hnvo been executed in the various 
states, since they were chartered as 
such. 


Eight women hnvo been executed 


in New York, nine in Pennsylvania 
and ten in other states. Mrs. Du- 
gan was the first woman legally 
put to death in the western part 
of tho United States. 


The most recent execution of n 


woman, prior to the hanging of 
Mrs. Dugan, \vns the hanging of 
Mrs. Ada Lcboucf. in Louisiana on 
Feb. 1, 1920, for the slaying of her 
husband. Eight other women were 
executed for slaying 
their hus- 
bands. 


The majority of women execut- 


ed have used poison in committing 
the murders nf which they were ex- 
ecuted, but there have been several 
instances where tho victim was shot, 
and some of the women murderern 
have resorted to bludgeoning and 
strangling. 


As in the case of Mrs. Dugan, al- 


most all of the other women sen- 
tenced to die waged long and bitter 
battles for life.

The year 


1926 almost broke tho entire South 
and its effects are still evident in 
the many mortgages that remain 
on record. 


In 1923 a cotton crop of about 


ten million bales sold far about 
31 cents a pound, and it followed a 
number of small crops; 
the 1926 


crop of is million bales sold for 
$600,000,000 less than the 1923 crop 
although it was almost twice 
as 
large. A large crop usually antici- 
pates a low price while a small 
crop will result in a higher price. 


Every intelligent man should be 


sold on ths 
necessity 
of cotton 


acreage reduction. In 1929 48 mil- 
lion acres were planted in cotton 
and 43 million acres harvested, with 
an average 
yield 
of about 155 


pounds per acre; Texas 
average 


production was 106 pounds to the 
acre. On the same acreage in 1930 
at an average yield of 148 pounds, 
the South would produce about 17 
and a half million bales of cotton, 
and with a carryover of about five 
million bales would have a mon- 
ster aggregate to put on the mar- 
ket. Farmers are flirting with dis- 
aster if they plant the same acre- 
age in 1930. 


Texas Is Offended, 
• 
Texas is one of the biggest of- 


fenders in overplanting; 
in 1920 


about 11 million acres were in cot- 
ton, while in 1929 more than 
18 


millions were planted.- 


This state alone accounted 
for1 


half of the increased- acreage in 
the South, partly caused by a de- 
sire to become the greatest cotton 
empire of the world an dit is on ag- 
gregate production but not on pet- 
acre yield. In 1914 the production 
way ;:bout 225 pound-j r.er acru and 
in 1929 it was 106, the decline was 
not due to climate or to bugs but 
solely to soil depletion. 


But the people of Tcxag are de- 


pendent on agriculture; there may 
be some oil, but long after it

gone, the soil will be supplying a 
living. 
The top six inches com- 


prises tho universal gold mine, and 
it must be maintained; but most 
Texas farmers have been engaged 
in exhausting the soil for 60 years.

The original 
purpose of the census was 
simply to ascertain the pop- 
ulation of the several states

the taking of a census de- 
cennially for this purpose is 


j required by 
the 
Constitu- 


tion of the United States. 
' 
The apportionment of con- 


gressional 
representatives 


has become of only very mi- 
nor importance in the use 
that is made of the 
data 


obtained in the censuses of 
population. 
Today 
these 


population data are used by 
manufacturers, 
merchants, 


advertisers, 
railroad 
and 
other transportation opera- 
.tors, and by the intelligent 
leaders of every kind of en- 
deavor which must depend 
on people for markets, la- 
bor, tonnage, and readers as 
the most authentic guide as 
to what they may expect in 
their undertakings. 


If Navarro county has a 


population of more than 50,- 
000 and a neighbor county 
has only 30,000 people, that 
information is v e r y val- 
uable to the sales manager 
who is marketing automo- 
biles, or radios, or vacuum 
cleaners, or paint. The cen- 
sus of population reliably 
covers that data. 
If .forty per cent of the 


population of sections 
of 


"^ South Texas are Mexicans,
